COSTA MESA, CAL., Oct. 20, 1972 
“Rick Woods moves to the inside and 
take the lead!!!” Announcer Larry 
Huffman screamed into the mike; the 
crowd was on its feet going delirious. 
This was it: the showdown...event No. 
14 in the program...pitting Rick Woods, 
Ron Taylor, Scott Autrey and Mike 
Curoso together. Autrey and Woods 
were tied on points up until now. The 
undefeated pair were battling for the 
premier title in American Speedway: 
United States Speedway Championship 
for 1972. 

“Woods has the inside and there goes 
Autrey on the outside in turn two...and 
here comes Autrey!” Announcer 
Huffman shoved the chair away and was 
on his feet, ready to pounce upon the 
table at any moment. But nobody was 
watching him; all eyes were on the little 
eighth-mile oval known as Orange 
County Fairgrounds. 

Woods was in control. Superb and 
poetic. Twice the master, here he was 
again showing how it should be done. 


This year’s Number One and next year’s meet up. 


Rick Woods was on his way to No. 1 
and the crowd ate it up. Autrey would 


drift wide in the turns, spitting the 
loosened topsoil against the wall and into 
the stands as he desperately pursued 
Woods. But Rick stuck to the inside, 
clawed every inch of the track for 
traction. He had the bite and he was 
on... 
The matchups came early. After 
Steve Bast quickly etched a three aside 
his name, defending champ Mike Bast 
and former champ Woods squared off in 
event two. The tone was set as Woods, 
running second, got the drive in turn 
two of lap two and squirted by the 


front running Bast. From then on: 
Runaway. 
Then, Mike had the wind really 


knocked out of his bag full of steam 
when he got pounced on by Autrey in 
event five. After two tries he’d been 
beaten twice and was now out of it. But 
Scott wasn’t. He had just topped event 
four and was running head-on toward 
that confrontation with Woods, That 
would spell the difference. 

Tuning up, Rick ran away and hid

from Don Cullum, Mike Konle and Bill 
Cody. He pulled into the pits, and 
patiently watched Scott ace Steve Bast, 
Sumner McKnight and Ed Williams in 
the very next run. All even again at nine 
and nine. 

The crowd of 8000 impatiently 
accepted the next two races while the 
anticipation built itself up. Clearly by 
now it was a two rider scramble. Both 
Woods and Autrey were hot. Event 14 
was introduced and the crowd let loose. 

It was a complete and devastating 
runaway for Woods. He bashed his way 
to the inside turn, shut the door, spit 
dirt back at his adversaries, and sped 
away. Autrey, in desperation, clung to 
second for several laps but finally felt the 
frustration and lost concentration and 
drifted wide again. Curoso grabbed the 
opening, throttled by and took second. 

Suddenly Autrey was in a fight for 
second as Mike Bast was making a 
comeback with two wins. 

Event 17 in the program was the 
final appearance for Rick Woods. The 
pressure was now off, All he had to do 
was take second and he was the champ 


utrey slipped once, came back for a tie breaking win over Mike Bast. 





again. Last year a spill cost him the 
chance at his third title. No mistakes 
this year... 

No indeed. Woods was more than 
ready. Before a standing ovation, Rick 
showed his overwhelming talent. Never 
missing a move, he destroyed the likes 
of Les Chanky, Dan Becker and Sumner 
McKnight. Rick Woods brilliantly won 
the title. Not by mishap, not by 
fluke...but by pure and simple talent. 
Triumphantly he took an extra tour of 
the track. 

But, it wasn’t over yet. Anti 
climactic was not the mood...Mike Bast 
and Scott Autrey, tied at 10, had one 
ride left each. 

Scott pulled up to the gate. Also 
entered was Konle, Nutter and 
Gresham. The tension was back and it 
showed in corner one as Gresham and 
Autrey tangled and went down. 
Luckily, it was a full restart and Scott 
pulled off the hole shot this time and 
took the win. 

Now the pressure shifted to Mike 
Bast, who was up against his brother for 
the only time tonight. Steve, with nine 












points, was still in ideal position for a 
shot at third should he beat Mike. No 
family loyalty here; this is for the 
bucks... 

Mike wasn't about to be put off, 
however, as he jumped to the lead and 
held Steve all the way. Now, here it was, 
all over but not quite. Tied at 13 after 
the regulation 20 event program, Scott 
and Mike lined up for a full four-lap 
*“raceoff” for second. 

Mike had the momentum, despite 
having lost to Autrey earlier. He blasted 
off the line and into the lead and held it 
for the first lap...or did he? No! Into 
turn four Scott went in his usual 
devil-may-care fashion to the outside 
and pulled along side Mike. They 
dragged down the front chute and Scott 
pulled into the lead. He’d done it. The 
crowd went crazy for their favorite 
since event four. Scott sensed the frenzy 
and pulled off the win to break the tie 
for second. After the checkered flew, 
his bike came up lame and rolled to a 
stop before he could reach the pits. His 
float bowl dangled loose. So close, but 
not close enough for a dejected Mike 
Bast.

While Bruce Flanders carefully 
measured Woods’ machine 
displacement, the crowd paid tribute to 
Rick. They did it vocally. Scott, still in 
amazement over his second place upset, 
was at a loss for words when quizzed by 
Huffman. 

Mike Bast accepted his trophy and 
walked off the field, head drooping. 
This was not his finest hour...

Keep your feet on the 
pegs, Paul! 

Meanwhile, out on loop two, Tom 
Brooks caught his fuel line in a 
puckerbush and lost part of it. He 
finally stuffed a stick into the hole and 
managed to have enough gas to finish 
the race. (His DK has two sides to the 
fuel system.) 

Jim Fishback found a place to pass 
and Pfutz was creeping up. On the 
uphill, Pfutz out-powered Brooks, but 
Brooks got him back going down the 
other side. At the next up-hill Pfutz did 
it again, and this time Brooks couldn't 
get him. And that is the way they 
finished. Fishback, Pfutzenreuter and 
Brooks. 

Bryan Brecker (Hus) finished fourth 
overall and first Open bike again today. 
Bryan is still an Amateur, but probably 
won't be for long at the rate he is going. 

A.C. Bakken (Hus) added a couple 
hundred points to his bid for the 
number one Open Expert plate at fifth 
overall and first Open Expert, followed 
by Doug Winchell (Yam) as third 250 
Expert. 

Rich Mark (Hus) didn't quite hang 
on to his super-good start, but stayed 
far enough ahead of the pack to finish 
seventh overall, second Open Amateur 
and third Open bike.

The second Division Lightweight, 
Expert Robert Morrison (Pen) came in 
18th overall, and shortly thereafter, 
Larry Roeseler (Baja) who always has a 
pleasant smile no matter how rough the 
ride, came in second trail Expert. 

Randy Milligan, riding a little 175 
Bul was third Div. II lightweight Expert, 
followed by third Trail Expert Mike 
Gartledge (Hod) and fourth Div. I 
Expert Jeff Jeffries on a wobbling 
Wombat.

I have a friend who once had a 


Bultaco Matador or, more properly a 


“Sherpadorasang.” It was the first 
“real” dirt bike either of us had been 
around, We would work on it under the 
adoring eyes of the local Minturn, 
Colorado youngsters, then ride it in the 
snow, racing with the guys on the funny 
wood slats. It was a 1964, 4-speed 
200cc, used-to-be-a-Matador. 

Actually, its heart was Honda; 
Keihin carburetor from a 450. It was 
probably the one positive thing we ever 
did for the “ole Bul”. Sometimes I 
wonder whatever happened to it. But 
mostly I just try to forget about it. 

Since all Bultacos seem to come from 
friends, it was no surprise when a friend 
of ours offered his brand new 1973 
Matador “Six Days” Mk IV before we 
could obtain one by other means. 
Motorcycles from the Steven Keull 
Private Collection are always interesting, 
anyway, so, much to his chagrin, we 
accepted the offer. 

When | found out it had a five-speed 
box, I thought, “Wow, maybe it has a 
third gear too.” Other comments ranged 
around: ‘Finally, a bike to use my BLE 
in.” 

Our test bike was just as the ‘73s will 
be but for footpeg modification done 
by the owner, Bultaco Matador footpegs 
are notoriously high (Grip the tank with 
your calves). They make the bike feel 
somewhat awkward and definitely make 
the standing position uncomfortable 
and difficult to rise to, The only thing 
we can figure is that they’re designed to 
stay well out of the way in all Six Days 
terrain situations. 

In the East, some of the height might 
be useful, but in the West it sure isn’t. 
Steve lowered the pegs almost four 
inches, and the change is fantastic. 
Standing up on the bike is incredibly 
comfortable and confidence-inspiring. 

The Six Days theme is a new one for 
the Matador this year, and we're all for 
it. It’s like the Matador has really found 
a home, where it doesn't have to suffer 


any compromise. The Matador lives up’ 


to its “Six Days Replica” name better 
than any other bike we are familiar with 
that makes the same claim. It is not 
only outstanding in its performance but 
shows attention to the other Six Days

carburetor to keep it a little less slimey 
for jetting changes. Also new in the fuel 
department is the gas tank. It is slightly 
larger at 2.7 gallons, has an offset cap, 
which leaks profusely, and a neat map 
case/tool bag just to the rear of that 
cap, unfortunately.

are well thoughtout and save you some 
money. The rubber-mounted speedo is 
nice, as is the kill switch incorporated 
into the “magic box” on the left 
handlebar, The bike comes with wires to 
keep brush from between the shift and 
brake levers and side cases. 
Unfortunately, on our bike, the wire 
was a little short, and, as it was one 
piece (from lever to lever), caused some 
frightening problems when downshifting 
and braking at the same time. Easy 
enough to fix. 

The chain, as usual, is completely 
enclosed and more or less fiddle-free. 
What adjustments are necessary can 
easily be accomplished with the neat 
snail-cam adjusters. 

The fenders are alloy and provide 
good protection from the elements but 
we still think plastic would be more 
practical, and flexible too, The rims are 
Akronts, no compromise, and the tires 
are Spanish-license Pirellis which work 
very well. 

As you throw a leg over the Bul 
you'll find that it’s pretty tall with a 
seat height of about 32 inches. The bars 
were close to the right place and are 
almost infinitely adjustable. The 
controls are good, somewhat 
Magura-like. Reach down with your 
right foot (Yes, your right, hail 
President Franco), and flip up the 
kickstand. On the way back to the peg 
slip it into first, same side, same 
President. As you pull away you'll 
notice that the Matador isn’t light. It’s 
not obtrusively heavy, but you don’t 
throw it around. 

The transmission, new for 1973, 
works great. The gears are well spaced, 
just right for the broad powerband of 
the engine. There's a lot of low end 
grunt. Shifts can come at convenient 
points rather than when the engine 


reaches 7,345 RPM (give or take 5 





RPM). The torque curve is very flat. It, 


consumption engine, with stock anti-brush 
wires and a protective skid plateful of holes. 


doesn't seem to have a power peak, but 
it starts to trail off at higher RPMs. 

You're standing up right? Why not? 
It looks neat and is just as comfortable 
as sitting. The tank and the very quiet 
pipe fit pretty well between your legs 
and the bike tracks incredibly true over 
terrain irregularities. The first turn in 
the fire-road and you never expect the 
bike to turn, But it does. Use a little 
body English, and just lean. It turns. 
Crank on some power in the loose dirt 
and you can square the corner off very 
nicely. 

On downhills, the brakes prove 
themselves to be better than on former 
Matadors too. Both brakes have very 
nice feel, the rear wheel might hop a 
little over rough stuff, but you can still 
tell just what's happening through your 
foot. Unfortunately we couldn't find 
any water so they didn't get the 
ultimate test. 

The front forks on the Bul were filled 
with some kind of fluid which vaguely 
duplicated the viscosity characteristics 
of oil. In short, they were soft; 
bottoming and topping on irregularities 
which shouldn't have brought much 
rise, Heavier fork oil would probably fix 
them right up. 

The rear shocks were also too soft. 
The springs were definitely too wéak 
and the dampening was also on the 
short side, but not to the extent of the 
springs. Smaller orifices and stronger 
springs, or new shocks, 

As you can probably tell, we thought 
a lot of the Bultaco Matador, It’s a 
really different bike than the 1972. Not 
that the ‘72 was a bad bike but ‘73 is 
one giant step better. It really is a “Six 
Days Replica” and it will enduro better 
than 49 out of 50 enduro riders will

400 MILE 
NATIONAL ENDURO

MOORESTOWN, MI., Sept, 9, 10 - A- 
bout 46 years ago a fellow by the name 
of Oscar Lenz had a good idea for a 
motorcycle run, You, start out with a 
desert of beautiful loose sand; cover 
most of it with a pine forest; get about 
600 enduro riders to ride 400 miles 


` across this terrain in two days while 


trying to average 24 mph, and this Os- 
car called ““Jackpine”. The idea has 
endured all these years to constantly 
yield one of the longest, most famous 
national enduros going. 

Unfortunately the ‘‘Original Jack- 
piner” wasn’t there to see his c ation

happen this time, He died a week before 
this year’s event, so appropriately en- 
ough this one was dedicated to him and 


-his years of hard work, Jim Manning 


came from the AMA to suggest this 
dedication, and also see this classic 
for himself. Oscar won this ‘‘Cow Bell 
Classic” seven times himself and was 
quite famous for his sidecar rigs. 

400 miles is a long way to ride no 
matter how you’re riding, and cross 
country makes it seem twice as long. 
Maybe that’s because I ride a bit slow- 
er than most of these enduro men, but 
it’s awfully hard for me to convince 
myself to charge that hard through 
unfamiliar territory. At any rate, I 
must say that there were some real 
riders there and anyone who finished 
the 392 miles knows a little bit about 
riding. 

After being exposed to this unique 
terrain, it’s not hard to understand why 
Michigan natives seem to do so well in 
this event, Overall winner Robert Hart- 
man (Hus) and high point B rider Rollie 
Bliesener (Oss) are both from Midland 
Michigan and high point A rider Don 
Scharphorn (Hus) is from Zeeland, Mich- 
igan. Sand is much easier to ride if 
yowre at least used to riding it and the 
results seem to bear that out. 

There was a surprising number of 
four-stroke bikes entered, mostly Hon- 
das and the pleasant sound of these 
thumpers was a welcome change to the 
constant ring-dinging. But as usual, the 
results in the small classes were dom- 
inated by Pentons and the large class 
by Huskys. This is not surprising be- 
cause these were the most popular bikes 
in those classes, 

The absence of most of the usual top 
national enduro contenders was notice- 
able, Most were at the ISDT or the 
Canadian Corduroy Trial. It seems 
strange that all these important events 
fall on the same dates, 

The 392 miles must be described as 
grueling at best and the statistics prove 
this out. 600 riders started at 6 p.m. 
Saturday and by the end of the day only 
200 riders were eligible to start the 
second day. That’s a lot of retirements, 
but the amazing thing is that 197 rid- 
ers finished the second day. Therefore 
almost all the riders who mace it 


through the first day were tough enough 
to hang in there for another day of the 
same, 

The Buddy Class was won by John and 
Joann Williams on a 250 Suzuki with 
only 64 miles completed. Four senior 
riders finished the entire distance led 
by Ollie Leigeh on his 360 Yamaha, 
Another notable finish came from Cissy 
Webb and her 125 Rickman to pick up 
a twelvth place in the 125 B class, 

On Saturday there were at least three 
accidents. Dave Welton suffered a head- 
on crash that resulted in a broken jaw 
when he rode on a trail the wrong way. 
Elmo Grant broke his leg and Tom Mar- 
iucci lost half a thumb while working 
on his bike, At last word all had been 
treated at the Grayling Hospital and were 
in satisfactory condition, There were no 
injuries reported Sunday. 

This year was the first year for many 
of the people responsible for the event, 
and they did a fine job with this nation- 
al.

Third place Don Sweet from Yankee 
riding an M.A,R, Ossa had 161 points, 
but close behind was MOTA’s own top 
rider, 16-year-old Bob Hopkins, who took 
fourth with 170 points. Bob deserves 
a lot of credit’ for superb effort and 
desire, because early Saturday he broke 
a bone in his left hand but continued 
to compete, hardly being able to hold 
on to the handlebar and never using 
the clutch. He rode between sections 
one-handed and that was no easy feat 
in itself, At the end of the first day, 
Hopkins had been third with 86 points 
and Sweet was fourth with 87. It was 
inspiring to see Hopkins ride and stay 
so close to Sweet, 
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Leavitt and Nickelson put double—whammy on new Kaw.

Fifth place was captured by Canadian 
John Ranger with 196 points and the 
most talked about bog-wheeler there, 
the 250 Kawasaki. Everyone seemed to 
take great interest in the lime-gold 
creations that Canadian Trials Champ- 
ion, John Jones had built using a new 
250cc Kawasaki piston-port engine and 
an abundance of Sammy Miller equip- 
ment, including the frame. Jones was 
also riding one of these surprising Kaws 
which according to Ranger had dead stock 
engines and stock Kaw forks, He said 
that they were hoping to get the gear- 
ing changed and add a larger flywheel 
but hadn’t worked it out yet. The Kaw- 
asakis were impressive and seem to have 
tremendous potential. 

The top ten positions were rounded 
out by three Bultacos and an Ossa, 
Doug Gawne from Michigan took sev- 
enth and with five points more was Len 
Thompson of New York on his 250 Ossa. 
Michigan’s Dick Debolt was ninth with

270 points and Mike Markley came from 
Indiana to take tenth with 288 points, 
Also worth noting was eleventh place man 
Mike McCabe who came all the way from 
Tulsa, Oklahoma and had 289 points, 

The top lightweight rider was Mike 
Konners who was riding a new Penton 
125 trials, Mike accumulated 388 points 
to best second place Gene Mutter from 
Michigan on a new 123cc Montesa with 
416 points. Needless to say, the light- 
weights had their share of trouble get- 
ting through some of the sections, which 
were the same for both classes, 

The award for the best combination 
light/heavyweight went to Mike Konners 
(Pen) and Dick Debolt (350 Bul), Bul- 
tacos dominated the entire event plac- 
ing seven out of the top ten overall, 

The contest had an appropriate Eng- 
lish environment, due mostly to the 
heavy overcast both days and an occas- 
ional bit of drizzle Saturday afternoon 
and evening. It was just enough to make 
the difficult rock sections just a little 
slippery and thus treacherous, The 
grounds were excellent for trials with 
all natural sections and plenty of rocks. 


Many of the sections were reversed for 
Sunday to provide 21 different sections 
each day. Closing times were established 
for the sections by determining average 
lap times, so time was a small. factor 
but yet important, 

On each lap the Windsor Motorcycle 
Club tallied up the score at the start- 
ing point so everyone could keep track 
of the event, This, along with MOTA’s 
initiative to have such an event, made it 
thoroughly enjoyable, because it came 
off without a snag. Leavitt described 
the event as “a very neat, challenging 
trials - the best I’ve ridden in quite 
some time.” 

The 40-plus riders all seemed to 
enjoy the event, and even though 1t was 
supposed to be experts only, anyone could 
enter. It was extremely difficult though, 
and those who finished really earned the 
title of expert, The entries from all 
over the country made this first North 
American Championship a success, The 





event is scheduled to happen again next 
year and hopefully there will be more 
competitors, These two days of comp- 
etition are bound to give the Michigan 
Ontario Trials Association a reputation 
for good organization and great trials, 
They deserve both!

The sun was hot. The trail was rough 
and dusty. So far we had covered 45 
miles and were all a bit tired. The 
Mojave is not a friendly place — not 
even. on a clear, crisp, October Sunday. 

“Champagne, Monsieur?” Huh? “Du 
vin, peut-étre?” What? “How's about a 
beer?” Sure! Gimme two! 

There, smack in the middle of the 
hottest, driest, grubbiest piece of real 
estate this side of Stovepipe Wells, was a 
BAR tended by a tuxedoed bon vivant 
flanked by two immaculately coiffed 
cuties in party dresses. In the shade of a 
huge Joshua tree nearby, say a hundred 
or so riders who had stopped to suck up 
the offerings. A mirage; Too much sun? 

Naw. Just Check number three of 
another family type fun enduro put on 
by the SRA. This one, held at the 


popular Wagon Wheel outside Red 
Mountain, was our third and most 
interesting. 


The family enduro is a unique breed 
in the specialized world of motorcycle 
racing. It’s like Times Square on New 
Year’s Eve. A Saturday afternoon’s 
stroll through the pits revealed a strange 
salmagundy of machinery. 

Some of the bikes were nothing more 
than a lump of duct tape, bungie cords 
and hose clamps. Others were the finest 
money could buy. We saw a few new 
KTM 175s and a Honda Dream with 
knobbies; a Husky 400 Six Days and a 
450 Honda complete with saddle bags 
and wind screen; a brace of Monarks 
and lot of old 120 Suzukis; a surprising 
number of Triumphs,- the usual 
smattering of Maicos and CZs, a Jawa 
Six Days and (sigh) a G80 Matchless. 

The course itself was neat, to say the 
least. The 30-mile first loop was fast and

easy — just right for riders who spent 
the last few weekends riding their TVs. 
We rode two up on a 125 Suzook and 
had no trouble staying on time, 
although parts of the 24 mph sections 
came on like a Hare 'n Hound. Any time 
lost in the hard sections could be made 
up berming down the speedy fire roads 
that snaked through the area. 

Although. the course was well 
marked, vandals changed some of the 
arrows just before the end of the first 
loop. This routed the returning riders on 
the same trail as the riders going out, 
which resulted in some interesting 
situations, not to mention colorful 
discussions as to right-of-way. SRA 
mentor Ron. Vincellette got the 
situation in hand, and thé second loop 
got off on schedule for most riders. 

There's no sense telling y0u any more 
Check three. You had to be there to dig 
it. Maybe you'll come next time. 

The last 15 miles of the run were 
incredible. The trail wound through 
foothills that offered some breathtaking 
views. Some of the downhill trails were 
breathtaking in a different sense. We 
saw more than one Novice back-packing 
down the steeper sections. 

The remainder of the run was like 
motocross with cne straight paved 
section, done flat out on the tank for 
those of us who were late. We finished 
with a broken frame, which may be 
some indication of the fun we had (then 
again, the up-front member of the 
two-up team goes through frames like 
they were spark plugs). > 

Ron Vincellette reports 90% finishers 
and 9 riders coming up with zero scores. 
No serious injuries were reported and 
nobody got lost for long. These kinds of 
results add up to fun in the dirt, and 
that’s what we’re talkin’ about.

DALTON, MASS., Oct. 16-17, 1972 — 
Before an FIM observer team on 
October 16-17, the AMA conducted the 
finest, well-planned and executed 
motorcycle event they have ever held in 
the United States. From a 50-page color 
program to the completely tabulated 
and printed results, it was super 
planning all the way. 

The International Two Days Trial at 
Dalton, Massachusetts was a 360-mile 
invitational event, purposely not 
advertised, run in the area to be used for 
the 1973 International Six Days Trial. 


Overall winner, and a remarkable 
accomplishment for an American 
manufacturer, was Dave Eames on a 


500cc Yankee. Dave had 0 marks and a 
low total of 1050.6 bonus points. 

This fantastic score for a 
heavyweight is the culmination of many 
near wins for the Coast Guardsman over 
the last two years. On leave, Dave 
returned to the hills where he tramped 
around as a youngster and proved that 
he and the Yankee were a winning 
combination. 

The Manufacturer’s Team Award was 
won by the Swedish Monark Team of 
Bengt Gustavsson, Kurt Gustavsson and 


. Steve Tell. Kurt and Steve also finished 


second and fourth overall. Bengt lost 
heavily on bonus points with a spill on 
turn three of the road race. . 

The team from Sweden, Narcis Casis 
and Carlos Giro of Spain, and Zdenek

Planner Al Eames, affectionately 
called “Mr. Berkshire”, started working 
on the trail in July with a crew that was 
out every weekend. Al desired the 
contestants to ride the trails while 
putting a God Medal within reach of the 
proficient. 

FIM. observers from Spain, 
Czechoslovakia and Sweden were led by 
Juan Soler Bulto and expressed their 
approval of the event. In his final 
comments, Mr. Bulto expressed his 
thanks to the AMA Director, Russ 
March, who accompanied him for three 
days and to Competition Director, Don 
Woods, Clerk of the Course and Ed 
Youngblood, AMA Public Relations. 

A team of tough-riding marshals were 
interspersed with the contestants and 
their roving eyes cut the rule violations 
to a minimum. Extensive first aid crews, 
including some riding the trail, kept 
injuries down to two, both minor, Fred 
Chase of San Francisco, California 
suffered a fractured knee. 

Machine breakdown on the fast 
course took its toll. The Rokon team 
finished two of its three entries with 
team leader, Tom Clark, in the gold.

In drag racing, there are many 
variables. If your reactions are too slow, 
you lose. Bike not running right? You 
lose! What about a foulup in the shift 
sequence? Not only will you lose, but 
you might just break an expensive gear 
box. Or an engine. 

Well then, how do you shift 
properly? Numer Uno — Stop thinking 
of shifting as just a motion of the foot 
that makes your machine go faster. The 
shift isn’t a simple flick and then 
‘wait-for-valves-to-float kind of action. 
(port float?) The way you shift will 
determine just how successful you are 
going to be as a drag bike racer. 

To shift the motorcycle, regardless of 
make or model, is an interaction 
between your two hands and one foot. 
“The hands control the throttle and the

more important clutch, while the foot 
usually does the shifting. 

To make a quick and efficient shift, 
there is one very necessary thing I must 
stress: a calm and smooth mental state. 
If you are overly excited, you will blow 
your shifting sequences. So let's 
pre-program your mind before each run 
to keep your cool through the gear 
changes. 

The shift from neutral to- first is 
elementary and is unnecessary in this 
discussion. The first and most difficult 
is the low" to second shift. This 
immediately follows the wild, abrupt 
start so it’s the toughest tó master. To 
hit second requires practice in 
combining good coordination and 
smooth but quick movements. 

You have come off the line and the 
bike is under control. With throttle 
three-quarters on, pull in the clutch. At

the clutch, your foot should have been 
reaching for the shift lever. As the 
clutch becomes disengaged, firmly, but 
not too hard, push the lever in the 
direction necessary to upshift the 
tranny. As your foot makes its move, 
your clutch hand is re-engaging the 
clutch and the throttle hand is turning 
the juice back on full.

Canadians Ron 
Kirkham and Ken Botham were second 
and third, respectively, after much place 
swapping. 

Eugene Brown, Portland, ran away 
with the 500 GP honors on his new TR 
3 Yamaha, with Jim Dunn second and 
Ken Botham third on a Suzuki. 

A good turnout in the Open GP kept 
winner Dr. John: Black, Honda, from 
letting up the pace. He was closely 
followed by Ken Bentham, Kawasaki 
and Tom Nash on another Honda. 


Canadian Tim Lloyd, on a 750 Deeley 
Yamaha was fourth. 

The Production class race provided 
the usual amount of pavement rash 
caused by the close dicing. In the 250 
class it was Ron Moser (Suz) taking the 
win from Bruce Bille (Bul) and Dwyn 
Miller (Suz). 

After a year of trying, Dennis 
Bottcher (Kaw) finally beat Eugene 
Brown in the 500 class. The race for 
third went to Stuart Moss (Hon) with 
Dean Newton taking a close fourth. 

The 750 class was another Kawasaki 
benefit, covering the first five places. 
Canadians Alan Seddon and Ken 
Bentham were first and second, with 
Oregonians Mike Neveau and Quentin 
Hogan, third and fourth. 

The Sidecars provided their usual bit 
of excitement with one of the outfits 
turning over. After two heats the team 
of Dean  Newton/Don Springer, 
Anteater BSA, came out the winners. 
They were followed by the Canadian 
teams of Vic Hudson/Tim Lloyd (Suz) 
and Rod Hudson/Bob Thomson (Tri). 


Dunlop Awarded for Fire ee” 


Dunlop Limited copped the second 
annual CNA Safety award Wednesday 
night at the American Motorcycle 
Association’s annual awards banquet in 
Columbus during the AMA’s 
competition congress. 

The British-based company gained 
the award for the development of a 
“super-tire” for the super bikes of the 
professional road racing circuit during 
the year. 

Making the award was Hugh 
Creelman, Ohio Manager of the 
Commercial-Special Risks division of 
CNA Insurance in Ohio. Accepting the 
six-foot tall perpetual trophy that stays 
at the AMA offices in Westerville and a 
smaller take-home replica was Graham 
Brown, chief development engineer of 
the technical division of Dunlop 
Limited. 

The story of this year’s CNA safety 
award, given to the company or 
individual which makes the largest 
contribution during the season to safety 
in the professional motorcycle racing 
circuit, begins back in March when the 
professional clan gathered at Daytona 
for the annual speed week trials. 

With an increase in bike weight and 
speeds bringing more friction to the rear 
tire none of the superbikes could keep 
tires from wearing out for any length of 
time. 

Between the time the Daytona race 
was finished and the Talladega 200 was 
run in September Dunlop Limited 
perfected its super tire, the “Dunlop 
Racing 200” tire, which more than 


proved itself another breed of tire at 
Talladega. 

With the temperatures reaching 100 
degrees during the race and pavement 
temperature estimated in the 
neighborhood of 160 degrees, and at 
speeds in excess of 170 mph, the 
Dunlop 200 proved itself worthy of 
being called ‘ʻa high speed road racing 
tirer” 

Creelman said during the award 
speech, made after the dinner, “For 
their rapid development of the Dunlop 
200 racing tire, in anticipation of a very 
serious potential problem, the AMA’s 
Executive Committee selected Dunlop 
Limited as the recipient of the award.” 

Last year the winner of the award, 
the first year it was given, was the 
Champion Spark Plug Company, for its 
contribution to a reduction in the 
number of accidents occurring at high 
speeds as a result of engine seizure. 

After the Daytona race, Dunlop 
Limited, working mostly at their 
England plant, went back to the 
drawing board and in shortly over four 
months produced the Dunlop Racing 
200. 

The tire had a different tread design 
and a different shape over previous 
racing tires and in addition the Dunlop 
technical crew had used a different 
design on the interply construction. 

And the proof was in the pudding at 
Talladega, as Art Baumann, aboard a GT 
750 Suzuki upped the old track record 
of 154 mph to 172 mph.

District 37 is currently undergoing 
it's yearly elections of District officers 
and competition committee, not to 
mention the yearly overhaul of that 
good old rule book. Digging through my 
stuff I found a rule book from 1965, 
the year I guess I got my first 
competition card, It was a scant 19 
pages while the 1972 one is thirty one. 
Shows how the times have changed 
allthough at the rules meeting the other 
night everyone agreed they wish they 
could throw the thing away Or cut it in 
half, but that’s impossible. 

Still, a few tightenings-up in the 
wording of rules were made. (We finally 
struck out those overhead and side 
valves that have been hanging around 
for years in the specifications section.) 
One new rule that will assist scrambles 
in particular was made, and it was done 
because People were getting hard to find 
- to run for scrambles stewards: 

Scrambles have been in trouble in this 
District before. A few years back. we 
were reduced to around twelve to 
fourteen scrambles per year and those in 
the District who love ‘em took steps. 
Sam Crooks, then District referee held 
referee’s meethings to hash out what the 
problems were, a check sheet to show 
clubs how to throw scrambles was 
printed and up came the number of 
scrambles again. We had different 
problems then, but problems still exist. 

Lately there’s been a rash of incidents 
that are in danger of reducing scrambles 
to the atmosphere of some Little 
League games. You know, where the 
parents yell at the umpire & I don’t 


real yelling. They are getting into 
squabbles with each other and club and 
district officials, creating an atmosphere 
that falls far short of what sporting 
scrambles should be. 

It’s a tough enough job throwing an 
event without having parents, etc. bitch 
at you. You often get enough bitching 
from the riders themselves which is OK; 
they’re riding and if "they don’t like 
something they'll tell you about it, and 
if you don’t like their attitude, you tell 
‘em back. But try telling an irate family 
member or: sponsor. That's a little 
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different, believe me. One old timer 
who isn’t that old bemoaned the fact 
that things have changed, sure they 
have. In days of yore we didn’t have 
women and kids at scrambles, or very 
few, lightweight machines were still too 
big for Junior to ride and it was more of 
a man’s sport. It was the days known as 
B.C. Before Campers. Now everyone can 
go to the desert or track in comfort and 
we have a family sport. In some 
instances, too much family. 

So after some deep thought on the 
subject, the Competition Committee has 
enacted a néw rule that will not be in 
effect until it is read at the November 
Sports Committee meeting to give club 
members throwing events and District 
officials an even break. If anyone other 
than an entrant gives an officials a bad 
time, the entrant that big mouth 
represents will be disqualified. Don't 
yell, it’s not unfair. The entrant still has 
the right to complain if he feels he has a 
cause, but at least the officials will only 
have him ‘to talk too, not his whole 
family and Uncle Albert as well. And if 
the apple of your eye is too young to 
speak for himself, then perhaps he’s just 
a bit too young to be on a track in such 
a competitive sport. If you're big 
enough to speak for yourself but have 
to rely on a friend or Uncle Albert to do 
it for you, then I know you don’t 
belong out there. Take up chess or 
tiddly winks or something. 

As Ascot the other night we had a 
couple of Novice friends who will be 
transferring to Junior this coming season 
all exited about what to buy for their 
big bore, and more important, if they 
will be able to afford it. So that got the 
wheels in my head going back to how, 
over the years we've seen so many great 
riders come up from scrambles, riding in 
the tiddler classes, and on up to 40 
inchers, getting ready for the big time.

announced that 36,021 acres of public

The U.S. Forest Service is required by 
law to conduct a public hearing, and 
such a meeting has been scheduled for 
9:00 AM, at the Fresno Fashion Fair 
Community Hall, 1st and Shaw, Fresno, 
California, on Saturday, November 
18th, 1972. All ORV enthusiasts are 
encouraged to attend and express their 
opinion. 

In the event you cannot attend, 
submit your views in writing to the 
Regional Forester, 630 Sansome Street, 
San Francisco, CA 94111 before 
December 18, 1972. Copies of the 
proposal and maps of the area can be 
obtained from the same address. 

At this moment, the USFS seems 
quite confident that their proposal will 
be accepted and the general impression 
is that the Hearing will be held only 
because it must be held to comply with 
the law. If we show up in force, we can 
cause this public agency to have second 
thoughts about what the public really 
wants.

On September 23rd, the California 
Department of Parks and Recreation 
and the Off Highway Vehicle Section of 
the DMV conducted a joint meeting 
with the California Off Road Vehicle 
Association (CORVA) in Altadena. The 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss 
and explain the Off Highway 
Registration program and for ORV 
enthusiasts to obtain first-hand answers 
to their questions. 

Although the meeting was 
well-publicized in advance, only two 
motorcyclists were in attendance: Mr. 
Richard Brown representing the 
California Recreational Trails 
Committee, and myself. I had expected 
a big turn-out of representatives from 
AMA District 37, the MIC, the CMIC, 
not to mention Alice Rhea, Harry 
Whalen, and a few other individuals who 


have expressed concern with the 
program. 
I felt that those in attendance 


received, a lot of imsight into the 
program and left the four-hour meeting 
quite” well satisfied with the program. 
Several interesting observations were 
made during the meeting that bear 
repeating. 

PROGRAM ENFORCEMENT 

Those present at the meeting received 
‘information copies’ of the following 
bulletin issued by the Dept. of Motor 
Vehicles: 

“TO ALL CALIFORNIA SHERIFFS AND 
POLICE CHIEFS: 

This is to inform you that the non-penalty 
period for public compliance with Div. 16.5 
of the Vehicle Code, requiring special 
identification of off-highway vehicles. using 
public land (unless otherwise licensed or 
exempt), has expired. Accordingly, active 
enforcement may now begin in all areas where 
it is not already under way. 

In addition to vehicles using PUBLIC lands 
without the required identification, vehicles 
USING PRIVATE LAND WITHOUT 
EXPRESS PERMISSION of the owner or 
tenant can be cited for failure to obtain and 
display the special sticker. This would be IN 
ADDITION TO ANY TRESPASS CITATION 
ISSUED. 

Violations of Div. 16.5 provisions are 
classified as infractions (see p. 752 VC).-As 
such, Section 42001 (a) provides that a first 
conviction carries a fine of up to $50, a 
second conviction within one year a fine of

up to $100, and for any subsequent 
convictions within one year a fine of up to 
$250. 

Your help in fostering maximum public 
compliance with Div. 16.5 will be greatly 
appreciated. Such action would be most 
welcome, and is urgently needed. 

There are direct local benefits. Of every 
$15 two-year fee for OHV identification, $4 
is distributed to cities and counties in lieu of 
all property taxes on such vehicles (on the 
basis of population ratios). This money is 
intended for off-highway vehicle recreation 
facilities and for related law enforcement. 

In addition, the Department of Parks and 
Recreation administers a local grants program 
out of its share of each OHV identification 
fee. Thus, the greater the degree of «public 
compliance, the more revenue available for 
state and local OHV programs.

POSSIBLE LAW CHANGE 

One of the attendees asked why the 
CHP wasn’t enforcing the ORV 
Registration program, and received the 
answer that because the law pertained 
to off-highway vehicles, the CHP had no 
jurisdiction. Mr. Robert Meyers of State 
Parks and Recreation followed that 
comment with a statement that as it 
now stands, the CHP cannot intervene 
because persons who transport an 
off-road vehicle upon the highways can 
always claim that they are headed for an 
exempted category, ie, sanctioned 
competition, a commercial facility, or 
private land upon which they have 
permission to ride. Mr. Meyer further 
stated that if the Southern California 
ORV enthusiasts continued to defy the 
law, legislation would be sought to 
remove the exemptions and then the 
CHP would have jurisdiction and could 
issue citations for any failure to 
satisfactorily register and identify 
off-road vehicles. 

REPERCUSSIONS 

I hope that those who are failing to 
comply with the law recognize what 
they are about to set in motion by their 
actions. Such a change would mean that 
registration and identification would be 
required throughout the entire state

A law professor of mine — a man 
with decades of experience in practical 
politics, including conducting private 
polls for candidates to tell them what 
the voters were really thinking — was 
the first to explain to me that people 
never vote for a candidate; rather, they 
vote against his opponents. Your first, 
fundamental, and usually unconscious 
step is to decide that you're mot going 
to vote for Candidate Smith.

Mr. McGovern's own campaign 
literature says that, “Alleged polluters 
would have the burden of proving that 
their activities are cither not harmful 
and/or absolutely unavoidable and 
necessary”. Get that “alleged” bit. The 
moment McGovern takes office, some 
semi-sapient, posy-sniffing Bambi-lover 
will have a document on his desk 
“alleging” that all off-road motorcycles 
are polluting the wilderness. How far 
will motorcyclists get in attempting to 
prove that their activities are not 
“harmful” (to what? How much? 
Judged by whom? By what standards)? 
We know how far they'll get in proving 
that recreational motorcycling is 
“absolutely unavoidable and necessary”. 
Kiss off all dirt riding. 

Next, some pimple-headed jackal will 
“allege” that all two-stroke motorcycles 


kids who have this energy bursting out 
of them and they go screaming up and 
down the pit road, scaring blazes out of 
me, and I get mad at the time. But when 
I think it over, I feel sorry for them. 
They want to race, but how do you run 
a 70 mile Hare Scrambles on a 
mini-bike? 

I would really like to see the clubs 
start laying out a Saturday race for 
youngsters and ladies, Perhaps we could 
work off the energies of these kids and 
prevent some accidents on the pit roads. 
It is time we realized that we have a 
problem, and instead of beating the kids 
jokingly suggested that District 37 
institute a “Cream Puff” class. That is 
for people like me who think they are 
doing well if they can ride along most of 
the day at five miles an hour without 
falling off and feel they have really 
accomplished something. 

Seriously, there are an awful lot of 
over the heads and taking their bikes 
away as punishment for their attempts 


are polluting the atmosphere. So what if 
the visible smoke from a two-stroke 
motor consists mostly of raw, unburned 
oil droplets that return, by gravity, to 
the ground which is where they came 
from in the first place? Who can prove 
before a hostile tribunal that he “needs” 
to ride a motorcycle? Kiss off all 
two-strokes. 

The neurotic, primitivistic seeds. of 
Luddism found in George McGovern’s 
political career, seeds which prosper like 
dragon’s teeth in the fertile soil of his 
constituency, will surely grow to engulf 
the final remnants of motorcycling.

Seen in this perspective, Mr. Nixon’s 
concession that motorcyclists’ views 
should be “taken into account” does 
not come off so badly, for the only 
alternative seems to be a policy that 
declares, explicitly or implicitly, that 
motorcyclists’ views should not be 
taken into account. Whereas Mr. Nixon 
seems to be playing the usual games of 
political power brokerage, Mr. 
McGovern seems to be bragging that he 
will impose upon motorcyclists the 
obligation to prove that their activities 
are “not harmful” and “absolutely 
unavoidable” and “necessary”. Could 
you convince a hostile board of 
inquisitors that your riding meets these 
criteria? 

While Mr. Nixon is offering nothing, 
neither is he threatening to take 
anything away, and in politics, as in 
chess, a stalemate is always preferable to 
a loss. 

Both Republican and Democratic 
strategists agree that California will play 
a pivotal role in the 1972 elections. 
Without the California bloc of electoral

“one last exception to Schneiders 
closing comment that the U.S. has 
nearly reached the European level of 
sophisticated cheating. Hogwash. That 
this allegation is unsubstantiated seems 
hollow enough but to make this charge 
without exploring the problem in more 
detail is just unfair. ” 

— Cycle News, Oct. 17, 1972 from an 
article by Tod Rafferty on the Six Days 
Trial. 

Tod Rafferty’s remark about the 
fairness of my statement is justified. A 
reporter should not charge cheating 
without substantiating it and, if 
necessary, explaining it. For reasons of 
space I did not substantiate it then: it 
was already a very long article. As for 
the rest of his comment, you be the 
judge. As Tod suggested, let’s explore 
the problem in detail. 

As it happened I conducted an 
interview with Leroy Winters on the 
subject of ISDT cheating while I was in 
Spindleruv Myln. Leroy has probably 
competed in more Six Days than any 
other American and knows almost 
everyone connected with the American 
Six Days efforts. His own efforts have 
earned him a number of medals. 

Leroy is extremely scrupulous. He 
would not talk about anything that he 
had not seen himself or participated in. 
Even instances which are now common 
knowledge he refused to discuss because 
he had not seen them himself. 1 
tape-recorded his remarks. The tape 
transcription is quite long so 1 am not 
going to reproduce it verbatim. 1 will, 
however, produce the tape and 
transcript for anyone who is skeptical 
and who has a professional interest in 
the subject. 

Incident: San Pellegrino, Italy, 1968. A 
trophy team member of the Italian team 
riding a Moto Morini passed Leroy on a 
rocky downhill, his rear wheel was 
damaged. “*...wobbling so bad it nearly 
hit the frame rails.” The next time 
Leroy saw him the wheel was running 
straight and true. Somehow they fixed 
it. 

Incident: Garmisch, West Germany, 
1969. Dave Mungenast and Leroy were 
riding for John Penton. Dave had a flat 
tire and a damaged wheel. Leroy was 
instructed to take a.tire and tube with 
him and tell Dave to change it, an illegal 
action. Dave refused to accept the help. 
At the rider’s meeting that night, Dave 
was told in no uncertain terms how the 
game was played. The next day he went 
into a farmhouse that had been set up in 
advance. His damaged wheel was 
replaced with a new one. The wheel 
hubs are marked, so they respoked his 
damaged wheel and gave it back to him 
that night so he would have the 
correctly marked hub when he entered 
the impound. A KTM employee named 
Irwin Fechner was in charge of the 
operation. 

Incident: El Escorial, Spanin, 1970. 
Leroy was riding a well set-up Penton 
100. He broke some ribs early in the 
Trial and retired, his bike still in perfect 
shape. The marked parts on his bike 
were used as replacements on the other 
bikes still running. They found that 
they could alter the numbers that were 
scratched into the paint, changing for 
instance a 21 into a 71. “...every day 
there was a piece missing off it.” Leroy 
said, “wheels, shocks, by the time the 
Trial was over it was just a frame and a 
motor sitting there.” 

Incident: San Pelligrino, Italy, 1968. A 
van bearing police license plates was 
found loaded with spare Italian 
motorcycles. It was brought before the 
jury and the Italian team was 
disqualified.  . 

Incident: Garmisch, West Germany, 
1969. KTM, which manufactures and 
supports the Penton team, was having 
trouble with their gas tanks. Irwin 
Fechner found an empty garage about a 
mile from the start area and started 


using it. When the owner discovered him . 


there, he gave her some money for the 
use of it. A rider with a leaking gas tank 
would fill his tank in the morning, leave, 
and stop at the garage where a new one 
would be substituted. At night -the 
leaking one would be replaced so the 
paint would be correct. “Dave 
(Mungenast) said they got so good at it 
that he’d just lift the little leather pouch 
where he kept his tools and stand up, 
holding the seat between His knees. 
They’d change the tank, he'd drop the 
tool back on, buckle them down, and he 
was gone again.” They finally got all the 
leaking gas tanks welded and then they 
used bathtub caulking to hide the welds: 
A scrutineer examined one of the welds 
hidden by the calking and commented 
(in German) “I don’t know what this 
stuff is but it sure does hold.yery well.” 








Incident: El Escorial, Spain, 1970. One 
of the Penton boys came through a 
control with a badly bent rim. Leroy 
and a KTM employee named Kaulman 
went out to meet him on the course in a 
Fiat with a new wheel. They found him 
and together got out of sight of the 
course and changed the wheel. “I don’t 
think he lost 30 seconds,” said Leroy, 
proud of their efficiency, if not of what 
they were doing. “He used that wheel 
the whole rest of the Trial or I don’t 
think he'd have finished.” 

Incident: Sweden, 1966. Bud Ekins, 
Charlie Hockie, Dave Ekins, Jack 
Krizman and Leroy went to the Trial 
entered on Maicos which the Maico 
factory had promised to supply. Maico 
didn't have the bikes ready so Bud got a 
Husky, Hockie a Sachs, Krizman a 
Husky, and Dave a Zundapp. It is 
against the rules to change bikes after a 
certain time. At the jury meeting, the 
Russians were protested for a 
rule-violation and so were the 
Americans. A deal was made and both 
remained in the Trial. 

Incident: El Escorial, Spain, 1970. 
Farioli, one of the Italian Trophy team 
members, riding a KTM, broke a frame. 
Kaulman and Leroy loaded a welding 
outfit into the little Fiat and went to 
wait for Farioli. They laid out the 
welding outfit in a hole not a mile from 
the finish. Some scrutineers were 
coming, so they had to move, — 
hurriedly. They found a new spot but 
discovered that the welding rod had 
been left at the old one. Leroy cut a 
fence and used the wire for welding rod. 
“He (Farioli) took the wheel out and I 
welded the frame real nice for him. He 
threw the wheel back in and I took 
some chain grease and smeared the weld 
and then threw dirt on it so you 
couldn’t see it. He finished the run. The 
frame didn’t break there again.” 

These were some of the more 
dramatic instances of cheating that 
Leroy related. He wouldn’t discuss 
cheating in this year’s event because at 
the time I was interviewing him the 
Trial was still in progress but now it’s 
over so here are some of the things that 
I know about. 

Incident: Spidleruv Mylin, C.S.S.R., 
1972. One of the Husky Team team 
members Ed Schmidt, lost a brake 
spring. A new one was dropped near his 
bike by one of the pit crew. I saw it. 
Incident: Spindleruv Myln, C.S.S.R., 
1972. Two of the Penton trophy team 
were helped illegally. A shock absorber 
was repaired on one bike and a new 
chain was supplied to Dick Burleson out 
on the trail. John Penton related these 
incidents to me in a, telephone 
conversation after the Trial. 

Incident: Spindleruv Myln, C.S.S.R., 
1972. Dave Mungenast broke the 
footpeg on his Honda. He wanted to 
repair it with hose clamps but was 
prevailed upon to have it welded out in 
the woods. It was welded. Two people 
saw the welded peg including Cycle 
News Publisher Chuck Clayton. The 
welding operation was under the 
direction of the AMA’s director of 
Amateur competition, Don Woods. 
Incident: Spindleruv Myln, C.S.S.R., 
1972. Early on the first day of the Trial 
both Bill Kain and Jake Fisher, riding 
Huskies on the Manufacturer's team and 
the Vase team, were reported out with 
broken rear wheels. Fisher was seen 
disabled on the course. I asked team 
manager Jack Lehto about it and he 
confirmed that they were out. I made a 
note of it, the first entry for the day in 
my note book. The time was 
approximately 11 A.M. That evening 
the results for the day listed Fisher as 
not only still in the event but still om 
gold. I asked AMA Director Russ March 
about it. March was embgrrassed but 
quite jovial about it. He said, “Ron, you 
shouldn't ask questions like that.” He 
then made a joke about it being a 
“computer error.” All the scoring was 
done by computer. I asked several other 
people hew it was accomplished. No 
one could tell me exactly, but after the 
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Trial one person whom I regard as a 
reasonably- reliable source told me that 
March had bribed the lady computer 
operator with a handful of American 
dollars. The arrangement reportedly had 
been made in advance during Russ’ tour 
of the computer facilities in Prague. 1 do 
not offer this explanation as fact 
because I have been unable to 
substantiate it beyond the one report. It 
is also possible that Fisher and his 
number plates were switched onto 
another bike while his was repaired, but 
considering the time difference between 
the first report of Fisher’s trouble and 
Lehto’s despondent comment that he 
was out, it seems unlikely that this 
could have been accomplished. 
Whatever the real explanation, no one 
denied that Fisher had had a problem 
and that the problem had been, 
somehow, resolved. Whatever the 
resolution, I believe it merits the 
qualifier “sophisticated.” 

Our own “problem” with Fisher was 
apparently the reason that we were not 
able to effectively protest an East 
German Trophy team member who 
changed a shock absorber in front of a 
crowd of spectators. This inability to 
protest cost us one place in the final 
standings. 

Rumors of cheating fly around the 
Six Days like feathers in a pillow fight 
and most have just about the same 
substance as feathers. Don Woods told 
me as gospel that an East German rider 
had severely injured his hand and would 
be switched during the day. He asked 
me to try to get pictures of different 
riders on the same bike. 1 watched the 
bike for the rest of the Trial and shot 
several pictures of it. It was always the 
same rider on it and he never showed 
any signs of a hand injury. 

I fell victim to the “cheating behind 
every tree” syndrome myself. Charlie 
Vincent was hurt on Friday morning. 
His was the last Yankee still running. 1 
deduced quite logically that they would 
switch one of the other riders for him so 
he could have a rest. I went out in the 
woods and waited for the Yankee. Sure 
enough 1 “saw” David Eames riding 
Charlie’s bike and I took a picture of it. 
On the plane going home, I asked David 
Lathem about it. He was sure I was 
wrong and said, “I’m sure David and 
Charlie wouldn’t do anything like that!” 
He was right; I was wrong. When I 
developed the film, I found that it was 
Charlie Vincent on Charlie Vincent’s 
motorcycle. Chalk one up to “seeing” 
what you believe. 

Naturally, it's very difficult to get 
photographic proof of cheating. The 
people involved take great pains to 
make sure they don't get caught. The 
other time I thought I was going to get 
real proof. Deep in the woods a very 
tired Czech rider came to a stop, his 
engine dead. A bunch of Czechs 


‘gathered around him, many of them 


wearing bulging Barbour jackets. No 
scrutineers were present. I hung back in 
the shadows, my camera ready. For ten 
minutes the Czech rider fumbled with 
his tools, changing a plug and doing 
something in the side of the engine. He 
was so tired he acted like a drunk. The 
people around him talked to him, 
apparently offering encouragement and 
advice, but no one so much as touched 
his machine or did anything that could 
be remotely construed as illegal. He 
finally finished and kicked his engine 
about 50 times, very slowly, and it 
started. So much for journalistic coups, 
and the notion that everybody cheats. 

Among the riders, the attitude 
toward cheating covers the entire 
possible spectrum from those who 
enthusiastically accept it as necessary, 
to those (like Dave Mungenast) who 
reluctantly accept help under pressure 
fróm team managers and manufacturers, 
to some, like Dave Lathem, who 
completely reject it. Dave Lathem rode 
five of the six days with a completely 
inoperative shock absorber. Those of 
you who ride can imagine the pounding 
he took with one shock not working. At 


the end of the Trial, Dave wasn't too 
happy about only winning a silver 
medal, but he was very proud of having 
done it in complete conformance to the 
rules. He told me, and 1 believe him, 
that he did absolutely nothing that was 
not legal. 

The rationale for cheating in the Six 
Days is not particularly subtle. It goes: 
Everybody else cheats, so I have to in 


order ‘to be competitive. Or as Rafferty ` 


said in his article, “The organizers make 
it so ‘easy to cheat that it becomes 
almost mandatory ..... They have 
constructed it in this fashion and you 
play by the rules (which in this case 
means outside the written rules) or 
you’ve lost from the start.” (C.N. 
10-17-72) s 
I don’t happen to agree with this. The 
Six Days is not like a poker game where 
one person can have the winning hand 
but if the guy across the table pulls an 
ace from his sleeve, the winning hand 
loses. The ISDT is primarily a reliability 
contest. In most recent years the top 
Trophy Teams have finished with clean 
scores and the contest has been resolved 
on the basis of bonus points. Thus if a 
team has absolutely reliable bikes and 
can finish without breaking anything 
and without cheating, the most any of 
his competitors can accomplish by 
cheating is to draw even. The contest 
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then goes to bonus points where it is 


very difficult, if not impossible, to cheat 
effectively. 

What it comes down to is this: The 
manufacturer would like to have the 
most reliable machine and win without 
cheating. But each is determined to win 
regardless of whether he has the most 
reliable machine or not. The World 
Trophy is worth a great deal of money 
in terms of advertising. Relatively few 
people will know if it was won 


honorably or not.. So, in purely -: 


commercial” terms, all that matters is 
whether or not the trophy is won. 

Most manufacturers publicly deplore 
the cheating aspect. John Penton will 
tell you at great length how much he 
dislikes it. But he is like the fellow in 
the mouthwash ad. He hates it but he 
uses it twice a day. The AMA 
announced in a recent press release that 
it was the policy of the AMA to attempt 
to win the World Trophy without 
cheating. But at least one and probably. 
two of their top directors were 
personally and directly involved in 
serious cheating. 

It’s quite easy to blame the organizers 
of the Trial for the cheating, but it’s 
also quite apparent that the organizers 


do their best to prevent it. The 


elaborate precautions in the way of 
painting parts with specially formulated 
paint, sealing the engines and posting 
literally hundreds of scrutineers at every 
possible point attest to this. Simple 
logic also backs this contention. 

No sporting event is ever going to 
attain major stature in the world’s eyes 


if it is clouded by the smoggy | 


atmosphere of dishonesty every year. 
No, it is the nature of the event and the 
manufacturer’s determination to “win 
at all costs” that is the cause of the 
cheating. Only a very few parts, tires, 
tubes, air cleaners and such may legally 
be replaced. No tools that are not 


carried on the bike. can be used) © 


Everything that can be legally used to 
support a team could be brought to the 
pits in a station wagon. The huge vans 
that accompany each team stuffed with 
parts and tools and the dozens of spare 
motorcycles and riders are blatant proof 
of the manufacturer’s determination to 
win, by cheating if necessary, regardless 
of the precautions of the organizers of 
the event. 

Both Doug Wilford, our Trophy 
Team Manager, and John Penton have 
told me individually, in private 
conversation, that the most difficult 
aspect of the Six Days’ competition is 
maintaining rider morale. After the 
Trial, John gave me plain and particular 
hell for my articles, charging that I 
‘should have been more positive, that I 
should have attempted to lift the rider’s 
spirits. 

Now I ask you: How in the name of 
God can a rider be expeeted to maintain 
his morale when after laying his sweat, 
blood, and bones on the line for his 
country, his team, and his sponsor, and 
finally succéeds in winning his medal, he 
knows that after all that, his one 
tangible reward, the gold medal, is to be 
forever tarnished by the knowledge that 
he was forced to cheat to win it? 

The power of the press is reputed to 
be great, but I think I can state without 


fear of contradiction that where moral 


leadership is - lacking, no

It was still not over for Kidd who 
had earlier lost the heat race at the 
finish line to Hateley. Lloyd Houchins 
and DeWayne Keeter were having a duel 
for third place when Houchins dove to 
the inside on the south turn and took 
Keeter’s left handlebar with him, Keeter 
hit the dirt, right in front of Kidd who 
did a perfect job of braking and missing. 
But it cost him at least three positions. 

Hateley went on to win with Terry 
Dorsch coming from the back row to 
take second, Houchins stayed in there 
for third and Ron Moore ran fourth. 

The four fastest Experts in time trials 
were all in the twenty two second 
category for only the second time in 
Ascot history.

A four man American speedway 
team has been contracted to appear in 
South Africa this month. The team, led 
by Californian star, Rick Woods, is 
scheduled to arrive in Johannesburg on 
Tuesday, October 24 and ride a series of 
test matches against the South Africans 
at Johannesburg, Durban and Pretoria. 
The first match is scheduled for Friday, 
October 27 at the Wembley stadium, 
Johannesburg. 

The team’s second appearance is 
likely to be at the Allan Ford stadium, 
Durban — a neat 220 yard circuit which 
should suit the Californians’ style 
admirably — on Saturday, November 4. 
Other members of the team are well 
known American speedway aces, Scott 
Autrey, Sumner McKnight and Mike 
Caruso. Both Autrey and McKnight 
received offers from British promoters 
to joing the hurly-burly professional 
league big time in England...and they 
are likely to accept. Much will depend 
on their progress after their stint in the 
sun in Africa. They should not have 
much difficulty in forging their 
international reputations though. 

The South African speedway scene is 
similar to that of America two or three 
years ago when dirt track oval. racing 
was received after many years in the 
wilderness of motorcycle sport. After a 
boom period in the middle ‘fifties, when 
regular tests were staged in South Africa 
between England, New Zealand and 
Scandinavia, speedway slumped in 
Africa and hot rod racing took over as 
the main drawcard, Now, with a revival 


of the sport in Rhodesia and the 
beginning of test machines between 
Rhodesia and South Africa, the 


movements is under foot again. 

Most of the riders are veterans from 
the fifty era...and their equipment is - 
the same. Like California at the time of 
speedway’s re-introduction in 1967, the 
bikes being used by the South Africans 
are vintage immediate ‘post-war JAPs. 
The Czechoslovakian JAWA unit has 
not yet made its presence felt to any 
degree, although this is rapidly coming 
as bike after bike appears at the import 
sheds. 

The main riders the Americans are 
likely to encounter are former 
internationals, Dennis Newton, Neil 
Mortimer, Des Haswell and Danie 
Fourier. All the riders are making 
comebacks after being on the sidelines 
for quite some time. They will provide 
stiff opposition for the Americans but 
Woods and his bunch should be able to 
account for them when it comes to the 
crunch.

A new shock absorber will soon be 
available to you, It is called the Arnaco 
Tuned Shock. The tuned description 
implies that there is some degree of 
adjustment to optimum performance 
for a given situation, which is what 
tuning is all about. A specific suspension 
philosphy, a way of thinking about 
what a’suspension is supposed to do on 
a vehicle, that has really determined the 
basic design of the Tuned Shocks. These 
units are new, and they are different. 

A requirements analysis was first 
performed, before getting down to the 
drafting and blueprint stage, then 
determined suspension functions were 
allowed to dictate the structure of the 
actual suspension unit. 

A famous architect has held that 
form should follow function. 
Unfortunately, a lot usually gets lost 
between the determination of a 
function to be performed and the 
manufacture of a structure, like a shock 
absorber, to perform that function. 
Arnaco has done a pretty fair job of 
carrying out their methods. Whether 
their basic assumptions about shock 
absorbers for motorcycles are correct 
will, undoubtedly, stir up a lot of 
debate. 

The basic design is determined by the 
following approaches to building a 
shock: 

1. 50-50 dampening. This means that 
the movement of the plunger is 
dampened equally on the 
downstroke (as the springs are 
uncoiling). It's interesting to note 
that a lot of other suspension 
builders favor one-way dampening 
only, or very moderate dampening 
on the downstroke which amounts to 
almost one-way dampening. 

2. Planned use of the viscosity and other 
properties of the foam, which forms 
when a shock is in action. The oil or 
other fluid im your shock doesn’t 
look like it does when you pour it in 
after it’s been squeezed through 











those little tiny holes a few thousand 
times. The material is actually a foam 
composed of air or vacuum bubbles 
and hydraulic fluid in the shock 
reservoir. Arnaco shock design is 
based on using the foam as the 
dampening agent. 

3. Constant rate external springs. None 
of the shocks, regardless of length, 
come with progressively wound 
springs as a recommendation, 

4. Constant rate high load internal 
springs. Construction of the. shock 
with 100-plus pound internal springs 
seems to compromise on the 
non-progressive approach. The 
internal springs are primarily 
intended to prevent any topping or 
bottoming of the shock, but do act 
like a progressive coil as they come 
into effect at the limits of 
compression or extension. 

. Variable dampening as 
trait of shock absorbers. 

6.A very thick tubular shaft to take 
major sideloads. 

None of these items are, of 
themselves, new as many will be quick 
to point out. They are all now 
combined into a shock absorber that is 
being commercially produced for the 
motorcycle rider and racer. The shock 
also features a tremendous range of 
spring pre-load settings. Other shocks 
(in fact, most shocks) also have this 
feature. The Arnaco Tuned Shock 
merely extends the selection further. 
Instead of maybe three or five preload 
positions, you have fourteen usable 
settings. o 

Suspension is to a large extent, a 
matter of individual preference and 
prejudice, in addition to general 
motorcycling ignorance on the subject. 
(Don't get offended. How much time do 
you spend on your suspension 
compared to say, your engine, which is 
probably working much better than 
your forks and shocks?) Therefore, 
anything that appears in a report on the

There are a few definitive things that 
can be said about the Tuned Shock. 
listed below. The 
desirability of having these 
characteristics in their suspension 
product has already been decided upon 
by the shock’s designer. There will be 
some debate from other sources on 
whether it all means anything, or is 
you want for your 
motorcycle. 

1. There is less wheel hop on a dirt bike 
fitted with the Tuned Shocks than 
with any of two other suspension 
units tried, including the stock 
shocks. (This should be expected 
from 50-50 dampened shocks, since 
the wheel will move away from the 
ground at a slower rate. It will, 
ideally, even remain in contact with 
the ground longer over a given time 


frame.) 
2.The high load internal springs do 
prevent topping, or’ bottoming. 


- Whether this is desirable to the rider 
is a matter of some debate among 
shock builders 
3. Turning the external screw setting to 
vary the dampening actually does 
make a difference. The ride from the 
shocks becomes softer or firmer. 
That part is not just an add-on with 
no effect. Dampening adjustment is 
definitely noticeable. The “firm” 
position of the adjustable dampening 
setting is too firm for just about any 
rider, or any use. 
4.Traction to the ground during 
acceleration was marginally better 
than with the other two suspension 
systems but, now the subjective 
conditions of smoothness of throttle, 
tackiness of surface, and rider weight

distribution enter into the picture, so 

you no longer have an objective 

result. 

5. Arnaco Shocks are considerably 
lighter in weight than almost any 
other known shocks. 

6. Individual preferences and prejudices 
will apply to these shocks as with 
every other suspension unit 
manufactured and commercially 
available. 

There are no inherent defects 
apparent in the Amaco Tuned Shock if 
you accept the basic design philosophy. 
The disadvantages of the shock would 
seem to lie in its complexity, which 
lends itself to a requirement for greater 
quality control and scrutiny during 
manufacture. They have proven 
virtually indestructible in over a year of 
constant use on some dirt bikes, so the 
complexity does not pass on mechanical 
breakages in use as a problem. The other 
disadvantage is the-infinite capability 
for the uninformed, or uncaring, to set 
the shocks at a position that is entirely 
wrong for them, their riding style and 
their bike, thereby having a worse ride 
and performance than a stock shock 
might provide. (On some bikes, it might 
be a little hard to find a worse ride.) 
Production start-up costs could get 
passed along to the consumer, but the 
intended retail is now pegged around 
$50 with springs. 

The advantages of the shocks seem to 
be two-fold. The longevity récord is 
impressive. If you end up liking these 
shocks, you'll have them for quite a 
while. And the adjustability of both 
dampening and spring pre-load will 
allow someone who knows what they're 
doing to dial in their dampening and 
spring load just right for them, and for 
whatever they're doing at the time: 
motocross, desert, or just plunkin’. 
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De Anza Hillclimb

RIVERSIDE, CAL., Oct. 15, 1972 — 
The Saddleback Hillclimbers 
Association hosted their first hillclimb 
today, and they held it not at 
Saddleback, but at De Anza Cycle Park. 
Over sixty riders, including some of 
Northern California's best, came to pit 


their skill against De Anza’s 
Competition Hill. 
In hiliclimbing you're not really 


trying to beat the other riders, you're 
trying to beat the hill. If you can beat 
the hill you can win a trophy, a little 

. glory, and self satisfaction. If the hill 
beats you it’s possible you could win a 
trip to the hospital or at least a quick 
tumble to the bottom of the hill with 
the mass of junk. that was your 
motorcycle five seconds ago. To prevent 
excessive carnage the host club enlisted 
the aid of the Bushmasters MC to man 
the ropes and grappling hooks which are 
stationed at several positions on the hill. 
Their main concern is to prevent or 
minimize injury to a fallen by keeping 
the motorcycle off his ‘tender bod. 
These catchers are the unsung heroes of 
the hill as they are more likely to be 
injured than most of the riders if they 
do their job right. Today they did it 
right and nobody messed up the inside 
of the new ambulance which was in 
attendance. 

The first machine on the hill was 
Gary Hall’s Honda SL mini and his first 
run of 159 feet broke the existing 
record by three feet and gave him a class 
win 13 feet ahead of second place Jim 
Breckenridge. 

The brothers Powell ride the same 
Suzuki 100 and each month have been 
alternating wins. Last month it was 
Mike with a record 200 foot run and 
this month it was Dave with an identical 
200 foot first run while Mike had to 
settle for third at 193, four feet behind 
the Kawasaki of Bruce Kranz. 

Derrill Lowe rode his Bultaco 125 to 
the 238 foot mark, breaking his own 
record and beating second place Richard 
Cook by over 40 feet. 

To take first place in the 175 class 
you have to beat Alice Hudnall. Donna 
O’Neil matched Alice with a run of 230 
feet but Ron Sutter must be tired of 
letting the girls beat him because he 
trounced them with two identical runs 
of 246 feet. A 175 just might make it 
over that hill yet. ; 

Doug Hall is usually first over the hill 
on his 250 Bultaco and today was no 
exception. What was unusual was that

half of the 250’s climbed the hill on 
their first try. At the second staging 
point only Doug Hall and Frank Durso 
made it on their first try, but lan 
Nascimento and Wes Evans made it on 
their second attempt. Nascimento and 
Evans were eliminated at the third 
staging point and Doug Hall crashed at 
247 feet breaking his bike which left 
Frank Durso two attempts to beat 
Doug. Frank couldn’t get his Kawasaki 
past 239 feet and Doug was the winner. 

Twelve 360’s went over the top from 
the first staging point, but Joe Graper, 
Lee Dugas, Jim Hoggard, Jr. and his 
dad, Jim were the only ones to make it 
over from the second staging point. 
From the third staging point Joe 
Graper’s Montesa went 211 feet, and 
since Joe had one miss earlier that was 
his last run. Next up was the Dugas 350 
Honda and Lee went 231 feet. Both 
Junior Jim and his dad were riding the 
same Yamaha and Junior went first — 
clear up to the 265 foot mark.

In six years practicing and performing 
as a stunt man Lee “Ironman” Irons has 
never broken a bone. He feels that there 
are several reasons for this. For one 
thing he isn't a jumper. He doesn't have 


a no-practice-go-for-broke act where 
practicing is as dangerous as the act 
itself, Practice can be carried out in a 
limited, step-by-step manner. 

_Lee also attributes his safety record 





to the fact that he has always worn full 
protective clothing: helmet, boots, 
leathers, gloves, etc. Even before he got 
into stunt work, he always wore 
protective clothing despite kidding from

his trailriding buddies, It has paid off in 
his performing career, “I’ve used a few 
sets of leathers just right up.” 

Finally, he has fared so well because 
of his attitude toward what he is doing. 
“T used to look for the glory, but then 1 
decided that if I took two years to work 
on my stunts 1 would come out ahead in 
the end. I liked the way that I was 
beginning to think about things. I can 
now think about the future and plan 
ahead.” 

Because of his record and attitude, 
Lee participates in a motorcycle safety 
program at local junior high and high 
schools. He takes along the film that 
was shown on “Thrill Seekers’, a 
television program, recently. “I can 
represent safety because I’m not all 
broken up. I’m someone with a 
different insight into the situation — I'm 
not a teacher or a policeman — and I’ve 
never had any trouble getting the kids’ 
attention. I can reinforce the idea of 
helmets and leathers. I try to emphasize 
that it is a good idea to learn how to 
ride in the dirt. The street is more 
dangerous, I think, for learning. 
Inexperience is a- contributor to 
accidents — 60 percent of all fatalities 
occur in the first year.” 

Lee also performs regularly at all 
events at Ontario Motor Speedway. At 
first the speedway people felt that his 
act would grow old. Instead, they've 
found that it is one of the most popular 
parts of their program. Lee doesn't 
jump cars, as mentioned before. “I 
know too many jumpers in the hospital. 
I can’t relate to that.” Next year he will 
tour the northwest. 

His act consists of the stunts pictured 
here, and one other one. He slides 
behind the motorcycle at 70 or 80 MPH 
and then lets go. As he slides to a 
stop-still standing on his Ken Maely 
shoes — he spins once or twice. “I ate it 
a bunch learning that one, although I 
haven't eaten too much lately,” Lee 
commented. 

The Ken Maely shoes have a special 
hardened face that will survive 25.or 30 
miles. “Ken has helped me an awful lot. 
In fact, it was Ken that gave me the

VALENCIA, CAL., Oct. 15, 1972 — 
Mounted in the saddle of a somewhat 
archaic beast - a genuine 
valve-clattering thumper — John Hateley 
displayed the brashness to tease hell out 
of 27 other riders, most of whom were 
straddling the banana seats of ultra 
lightweight two-strokes, as he led the 
final, 20-minute moto “for 250cc 
Professionals in six of 12 laps! 

After finishing a distant 11th in the 
first heat for the mid-bore gang behind 
riders such as Kenny Zahrt, Rick 
Salmon, Rich Eierstedt, etc., it. was 
rather doubtful that very many of the 
spectators, or racers, were too 
concerned with Hateley’s chances of 
creating much more than a measure of 
raucous racket in the final. We all know 
that John is right up there on the top 
roost of the nation’s better dirt trackers; 
but how can you figure a Triumph 
single challenging an overflowing field 
of raspy, whippy jugs without valve 
trains? It was akin to attending a 
Margarita weekender — only to leam 
that the host had spiked all glass rims 
with saltpeter! 

Anyway, Hateley- twisted a few 
screws and when he rolled back -to the 
starting grid for round two, his vibrating 
companion was among the quickest 
machines ever to invade the Old 
Reservation. 

Away from the line, Hateley grabbed 
an immediate lead, and by lap No. 2, 
John was ten-seconds in front — and 
still gaining. After the crew had gone 
four full circles, J.H. had doubled his 
lead and was decidedly humiliating a 
near-battalion of chasing corn poppers. 

Well, this four-stroke boogie 
continued for another couple of laps. 
Then John Hateley did not pass the 
check stand during lap seven. The 
roaring Triumph — after having hung a 
25-second lead into the breeze — had 
coughed one last time and expired 


somewhere along the lengthy - 
back-chute. 
A new leader emerged, as 





Bultaco-mounted Ken Zahrt zipped 
beneath the checkers, recording his 
second straight divisional victory. 
Overall runners-up to young Zahrt were 
Eierstedt, Dick Franklin and Joe 
Johnston. 


Tim Hart, firmly establishing himself 
as the most consistent bound and 
bouncer now on the West Coast, swept 
to grand slam victories in both 125 and 
Open Professional warfare. 

Hart, who was the Open class winner 
during the recent Champion motocross 
at Ontario Motor Speedway, continued 
his total domination over the big bikes, 
rolling to long-yardage wins against a 
field that included Rick Brown, Terry 
Bilton, and Tom Simpson, among 
others. 

Then, while turning laps only a few 
seconds slower than those he had 
recorded on his big Maico, Hart sailed a 
Penton to a pair of easy 125 Triumphs, 
collecting the day’s overall for that 
division. 

Two of the top contenders for the 
day’s 125 honors, Jimmy Macdonald 
and Jeff Vidic, were scratched from 
further action on the card as they 
became involved in first-moto accidents. 

Runners-up behind Hart were Dave 
Rodgers, Ken Zahrt, Jim Hale, Larry 
Watkins, and Tom Zahnter. 

Powder Puff victories went to 
Rickman-mounted Nancy Payne (Am) 
and Kelly Bartlett, who rode her 
Yamaha to a Novice win. This was 
Nancy’s 15th trip to the winner’s circle 
— all of them ‘in back-to-back order! 

Overall winners in the three Senior 
divisions were Klaus Landsberg (125), 
Randy Stubbs (250) and Steve Rauch 
(Open). Both Landsberg (Pen) and 
Stubbs (Bul) won all three of their 
events; while Rauch (CZ) won two of 
his heats before dropping the final race 
to Open runner-up Greg Osborne (CZ). 

Junior overall victories were recorded* 
by Ralph Kerr (100cc), Everett Angle 
(125), Bob Clark (125), Mark Mansfield 
(250), Rick Kershaw (250), and Pat 
Daily (Open). Both 14-year-old 
Mansfield and Kerr were able to grab 
three straight wins. 








"HANG TEN US. GRAND PRIX 
INTERNATIONAL MOTOCROSS 


... and that’s a mouthful

The Carlsbad Trans-AMA is an 
important race, perhaps the most 
important of the Trans-AMA series. The 
reason does not lie only in the money 
being offered, or the number and caliber 
of European riders entered, or the 
happy effect of Hang Ten’s money. It is 
important because the conduct and 
performance of this year’s motocross at 
Carlsbad will determine whether the 
first real, no-nonsense U.S. Gtand Prix 
remains on the FIM motocross calendar 
for 1973. 

Baron Von Essen, the FIM rep from 
Sweden, will be here to view this one 
and his recommendation to the FIM 
should finalize a first in the history of 
motorsports: an international motocross 
Grand Prix in the U.S. that will actually 
count toward the World Title. That 
distinction, despite so many uses and 
abuses of the term, is what makes an 
event a true Grand Prix, whether in 
motocross of Formula One racing. If an 
event counts toward the World 
Championship, it’s a Grand Prix. 

What you will see at Carlsbad this 
November Fifth will be a full dress 
rehearsal, including almost all of the 
actors likely to be contesting the points 
round in 1973. 

The spectator can expect, in addition 
to a chance to see his heroes and the 
heroes of thousands live and in action, a 
course that is a challenge suited to 
World Motocross champions. It is not 
flat. It is not dry and skatey. It is not 
short. It reminds you more of the tracks 
you’ve seen pictures of, laid outside 
some town in Belguim with an 
unpronounceable name. 

There is, of course, The Downhill 
that everybody talks about. It is long 
and, at speed, the straight shot gets 
pretty exciting. There will for sure be 
spectators packed three deep along both 
sides. After riding the track, though, the 
parts that seem to be really tricky, 
demanding the utmost from bike and 
rider are the two off-camber 
uphill/downhill turns toward the east 
end of the track. There is an uphill and 
a blind dropoff.on one of the, with fast 
straights leading in and out of both. 

This is where you will see the best 
riders in the world doing what they do

best: race skillfully under difficult 
conditions. 

If you are a racer yourself and want 
to see technique, those are the places to 
be. If you appreciate the best rider in 
the world doing their thing well, those 
are the places to be. Maybe not as 
spectacular as the big hill but very, very 
interesting. 

The course also incorporates a proper 
quota of mudholes, water jumps and 
pretty efficient use of the natural 
terrain, including rocks and bushes. It is 
a course that should prove demanding 
of machine as well as man; laid out to 
be very fast. 

The surface of the Carlsbad track was 
being very conscientiously prepared as 
we rode it. It is basically the same 
California adobe soil local riders know 
too well. There is sufficient loam in the 
lower reaches of the bowl in which the 
track lies to take deep discing and stay 
soft, but the big hill will get slick and 
cobby as the day goes on, with six long 
motos being run on it. There are not too 
many rocks on the track itself, however, 
to get churned up during the racing. 
Look for potholes to develop as riders 


bounce up and down the hills which will- 


force changing lines for a lot of them. 

The short, quick straights and big hill 
will favor a bike that has the horses and 
can get them to the ground. Throttle 
response is important, as always, but 
could be critical in the races for the 
corners. There is plenty of room to pass 
on the wide course and we discovered at 
least two good- lines through all the 
corners, the pros will be able to find a 
few more. DeCoster, for example, 
always seems to find lines that nobody 
else knows are there. 

Trippe-Cox (in the form of Mr, 
Trippe himself) assures that there will 
be expanded parking and plenty of it; 
plenty of portable green houses so you 
won't have to stand in line; and enough 
food and drink to keep you happy if 
you don't bring your own picnic. 

One dynamite spectator spot, if you 
can get there early enough, is the first 
turn after the start. It’s a hard left 
downhill for the short start straight. it s 
going to be very tight in there. 

There will not be a road race at 
Carlsbad that Sunday.

ORLANDO, FLA., Oct. 22, 1972 — 
Ake Jonsson made it three Trans-AMA 
wins in a row today, as he took the 
latest at the Orlando Sports Stadium. 
Roger DeCoster, reigning World 
Champion, had the overall points lead 
going into the final moto but pulled out 
halfway through the race after dropping 
his bike twice while holding the lead on 
the demanding Orlando track and was 
too weary to continue. 

Second overall went to Heikki 
Mikkola who won the final moto, with 
Husqvarna teammate Ame Kring taking» 
third. 

The 250 Support class went to Peter 
Lamppu on a prototype Kawasaki. 
Second place went to Bob Grossi, who 
had a running battle throughout the 
afternoon with Gary Semics (third), and 
Jim West; all three Husky-mounted. 

“I. don’t like this sand,” — Ake 
Jonsson. “The track was too rough,” — 
DeWayne Jones. “I had to drop out, I 
was just too tired and my hands were 
bleeding,” — Gary Bailey. 

In other words, as featureless as most 
tracks in Florida are, the Orlando track 
was perfect for an International event. 

The sandy soil, graded before 
practice, was quickly dug up by 
spinning wheels and, by the first race, 
was nothing but whoop-de-doos and 
shudder bumps.. Riders had to be 
constantly on their pegs, as there were 
no sections to rest on. 

Ake powered his 400 Maico to the 
lead as the starting gate dropped for the 
first 500 International moto. Closely 
behind Ake was Roger DeCoster on the 
GP Suzuki, then Hans Maisch and Brad 
Lackey. DeCoster rode Ake’s tailpipe 
for four laps then, in the sand pit: a 
treacherous ten-foot wide and six-foot 
deep trench in front of the main 
spectator stand, Roger bounced his 
Suzuki by Ake to take the lead. 

Pierre Karsmarkers moved up to pass 
Brad Lackey and had a charge going 
that was moving him up on the leaders. 

DeCoster’s lead was short-lived as 
Ake repassed the Champ on the next 
lap. He stayed in command for three 
laps, then DeCoster got around again. 
Ake was already beginning to look tired 
as he began to lose ground on DeCoster. 
Soon, both Karsmakers and Mikkola 
were able to get by him. The moto 
ended with DeCoster in first, followed 
by Karsmakers, Mikkola, Jonsson, 
Maisch, then Christer Hammargren. 

Hammargren is just over from 
Europe with Jaak Van Velthoven, and 
the two members of Yamaha’s 
International GP Team will be 
contesting the rest of the Trans-AMA 
series. 

Behind Hammargren was Arne Kring; * 
then Brad Lackey and Jammim’ Jimmy 
Weinert. Brad and Jimmy were 
continuing their running battle from 
track to track. It is totally unbelievable 
how evenly matched they are. 

Every moto, it seems, you can look 
in sixth or seventh position and see the 
two of them scuffling it out 
wheel-to-wheel for first American. 

The : second moto had Mikkola 
getting the advantage at the. start, 
followed by DeCoster, Kring and 
Jonsson. Gary Chaplin, who was just 
married a few days before, was involved 
in a crash after the start and was taken 
to the hospital. He was able to return a 
few laps later but was a little sore with a 
few cracked ribs. 

By the eighth lap, DeCoster had 
taken over with Jonsson hot on his 
wheel, followed closely by Kring, 
Mikkola and Karsmakers. These five 
were flying around the track in a high 
speed pack and were already lapping 
slower riders. 

On the ninth lap, Ake passed 
DeCoster for the lead, and Mikkola was 
right behind waiting for one of them to 
make a slip. They continued this furious 
pace for ten laps with Roger just riding 
Ake's wheel for room to get by in the 
turns. Then, the two racing side-by-side 
down the bumpy straights; the Maico 
and Suzuki evenly matched in power 
with Ake just able to shut the gate on 
DeCoster as they’d dive into the berm 
for the next turn. 

Other than Lackey and Winert, the 
five riders, now joined by Aberg, had 
lapped the entire field with most riders 
being done under twice. . 

DeCoster was forced to slack up on 
Jonsson when they lapped Serge Bacou 
for the second time and Roger was held 
up, giving Ake the opportunity to ease 
up the last lap to the checkered. 

It was a fantastic moto with the 
spectators on their feet the whole time. 
The Husqvarna boys seemed to have 
been putting on a side show behind the 
main event up front. Arne Kring 








finished’ third; then Mikkola, Aberg, 
Karsmakers, Lackey and Weinert doing 
their thing again, with Brad doing Jim 
under at the finish. 

DeCoster had a first and a second 
place finish to his credit, while Jonsson 
had a fourth and a first. The odds were 
in the Belgian’s favor, but the way the 
last two motos were run, no one was 
going home early. 

Gary Jones had been having 
problems with his 500 Yamaha all day. 
It seems that when magnesium engine 
cases and cylinders get hot, they flex in 
funny ways, making it difficult for gears 
to slide and shifters to shift. Yamaha 
fans won’t have the problem on their 
production bikes because the engines 
are aluminum, but Gary was stuck in 
third gear. 

When the gate dropped, that third 
gear start had Gary halfway down the 
front straight before anyone else back 
on the line had the chance to let their 
clutches out. Gary decided to chance a
